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Magical  Mystery  Tour 

Finally!  The  secrets  that  control  our  destinies  as  San  Fran- 
ciscans will  be  revealed.  On  Tuesday,  March  14th,  at  7:30 
pm,  Sally  Kipper  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  will  take  the 
Glen  Park  Association  on  a  magical  mystery  tour  of  the  City 
Budget:  where  the  money  comes  from,  and,  more  important, 
the  processes  by  which  the  decisions  are  made  on  where  it 
goes. 

This  is  your  opportunity  to  learn  what  you  need  to  know 
to  effectively  lobby  on  behalf  of  your  "pet"  City  service,  so  be 
sure  to  attend.  And  bring  your  friends  and  neighbors. 

Saving  Glen  Park  Services.  As  Deep  Throat  said  to 
Woodward  and  Bernstein,  "Follow  the  money".  Understanding 
the  budget  process  is  crucial  to  effectively  arguing  on  behalf 
of  our  city  services:  our  branch  library,  the  recreation  center 
and  its  programs,  the  quality  of  Glen  Canyon  habitat,  whether 
our  streets  are  cleaned  -  everything.  Last  summer,  the  Ad  Hoc 
committee  had  to  take  a  crash  course  on  library  funding. 
Those  involved  in  the  effort  were  amazed  at  how  little  we  all 
knew  about  this  most  basic  aspect  of  the  City  and  its  func- 
tions. 

Rumors,  some  well  founded,  are  now  circulating  about 
the  future  of  the  Glen  Park  Recreation  Center.  If  we,  as  a 
neighborhood,  are  to  be  effective,  intelligent  advocates,  we 
need  to  understand  the  decision-making  process  that  sets  the 
City's  priorities,  and  how  those  priorities  are  reflected  in 
funding. 

How  the  Decisions  Get  Made.  Sally  Kipper  will 
spend  about  20  minutes  explaining  the  sources  of  money  (city 
tax  revenues,  state  and  federal  programs,  grants,  etc.)  and 
where  it  goes  (all  the  services  we  see,  plus  some  that  we  rarely 
even  think  about).  She'll  talk  about  the  legal  constraints  on  the 
decisions,  such  as  state-mandated  programs,  consent  decrees, 
the  charter  and  the  Gann  Limit.  She  will  also  discuss  the 
priorities,  both  within  a  given  department  and  citywide,  and 
how  those  priorities  get  set. 


Then  she'll  field  your  questions.  To  save  time  and  ensure 
that  those  issues  of  greatest  importance  are  addressed,  we  will 
take  notes  at  the  door  and  compile  them.  After  those  issues  are 
covered,  Sally  will  take  questions  from  the  floor. 

About  our  Speaker.  Sally  Kipper  has  spent  most  of  her 
career  working  with  public  budgets.  She  was  on  Assembly- 
man Lou  Papan's  staff  for  13  years  before  going  to  Sacramento 
to  work  for  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  where  she  came 
to  Sam  Yockey's  attention.  And  when  Yockey  came  to  San 
Francisco,  to  be  Mayor  Agnos'  budget  guru,  he  asked  Sally  to 
be  part  of  the  team.  Since  she'd  been  commuting  between  San 
Francisco  and  Sacramento  for  over  a  year,  she  jumped  at  the 
chance. 

Though  she  is  well  versed  in  the  entire  public  budget 
process,  Sally's  prime  responsibilities  are  the  social  services 
budgets,  juvenile  justice,  the  senior  escort  program  and  several 
smaller  commissions  and  agencies. 

She  and  her  husband  are  also  our  neighbors,  as  they  Uve  in 
Glen  Park.  We  very  much  appreciate  her  willingness  and 
openess  -  particularly  as  her  work  responsibilities  are  heating 
up  rapidly,  to  spend  the  evening  with  us.  ■

SHOOTING  IN 
GLEN  PARK 

If  you've  recently  driven  through  parts  of  the  Mission  or 
Potrero,  coming  back  to  Glen  Park  seems  like  entering 
another,  much  more  peaceful  world.  The  temptation 
exists  to  think  that  the  problems  in  those  and  other  areas 
brought  on  by  drug  abuse  and  sales  don't  exist  in  Glen  Park. 
And  most  of  the  time,  you'd  be  correct. 

But  not  on  December  27th.  On  that  day,  people  living 
near  Glen  Park  School  found  themselves  in  a  war  zone. 

How  could  it  happen  in  Glen  Park?  Easy.  One  group  of 
young  people,  so-called  "wannabees"  of  a  gang,  was 
walking  down  the  hill  after  their  check-in  at  Youth  Guid- 
ance Facility.  Another  group,  rivals  in  the  gang  wars  to 
control  crack  cocaine  distribution,  was  heading  up  the  hill  in 
a  car  to  their  check-in  at  YGF.  The  two  groups  spotted  each 
other,  and  the  group  in  the  car  opened  fire.  Miraculously, 
though  at  least  12  shots  were  fired,  no  one  was  killed  or 
injured. 

We  Live  in  the  Real  World 

Our  neighborhood  is  not  separate  from  the  rest  of  the 
City,  and  we  are  affected  by  what  goes  on  elsewhere.  Take 
crime  statistics,  for  example.  The  chart  shows  felonies  in 
Glen  Park  between  Jnuary  and  November  1987  vs.  1988.

It's  interesting  that  our  overall  crime  rate  dropped  about 
3%.  But  certain  crimes  rose  dramatically:  robbery  (+70%), 
auto  burglary  (+66%),  and  thefts  (+20%).  Those  are  crimes 
of  opportunity  committed  largely  by  young  people  wanting 
quick  money  to  purchase  drugs. 


The  Cost  in  Your  Own  Dollars 

A  recent  Chronicle  article  reported  that  5.3%  of  citywide 
police  calls  deal  with  crack  cocaine.  Because  our  police 
district  has  a  major  drug  dealing  area  within  it,  our  percent- 
age is  more  like  20%.  That's  one  reason  why  it  sometimes 
takes  the  police  a  long  time  to  respond  to  your  call.  71%  of 
the  cases  the  DA  prosecutes  are  for  crack  cocaine;  with 
finite  resources,  that  means  the  office  must  decline  to 
prosecute  other  cases.  The  cases  where  children  are 
removed  from  their  home  because  the  parent(s)  are  crack- 
addicted  represents  77%  of  the  foster  care  caseload. 
Treatment  for  crack-addicted  newborns  at  SF  General  alone 
cost  $3.5  million  last  year,  and  is  expected  to  be  nearly  $5 
milUon  this  year.  Those  numbers  abve  are  just  for  crack. 
They  don't  include  heroin  (ar  least  13,(X)0  addicts  in  San 
Francisco)  or  PCP. 

Just  because  you  don't  see  it  does  not  mean  crack 
cocaine  doesn't  direcly  cost  you.  You  pay  everytime  you 
write  a  check  for  auto  insurance,  for  your  home  or  renter's 
poUcy,  and  your  health  plan. 

It*s  Our  Choice 

The  problems  created  by  crack  in  a  neighborhood  often 
comes  down  to  issues  of  turf:  either  the  residents  control  the 
street,  or  the  dealers  do.  And  it  can  change  frightenly  fast 
At  46th  and  Judah,  for  example,  it  took  only  3  weeks  for 
dealers  to  completely  take  over  a  block.  Thus  far  its  taken  6 
months  of  ceaseless  effort  to  get  them  out,  and  the  battle  is 
far  from  over. 

Arguably,  the  best  strategy  for  coping  is  to  keep  your 
immediate  area  free  from  drug  dealing.  If  you  have  not 
done  so,  contact  SF  SAFE  at  533-1984,  and  ask  about 
forming  a  neighborhood  watch  program.  It  works. 

Over  the  long  haul,  President  Bush  may  have  been 
correct  when  he  said  it's  no  longer  enough  to  just  talk  about 
the  problem.  Each  of  us  has  to  become  actively  involved. 
That  might  mean  volunteering  to  help  on  one  of  the  many 
service  programs,  from  Scouting  and  PAL,  to  literacy  and 
tutoring  programs  like  the  library's  F*roject  READ  and  the 
Omega  Boys  Club. 

It's  worth  keeping  is  mind  that  we  who  are  in  our  prime 
will  be  spending  our  old  age  in  a  society  whose  leaders  are 
now  under  seige  from  narcotics.  For  our  our  sakes,  our  own 
self-interest,  we  can  either  work  on  the  preventive,  educa- 
tional side  to  keep  kids  drug-free  and  reclaim  those  who 
aren't. 

Or  we  can  take  our  chances.  ■

Coalition  of  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods 

GPA  delagate  Jay  Estey,  new  this  year,  explained  that  the 
Coalition  brings  together  people  from  throughout  our  city's 
neighborhoods  to  discuss  and  act  upon  issues  of  mutual 
concern.  Many  of  these  issues  tend  to  be  development- 
oriented,  as  each  of  us  seeks  to  preserve  the  quality  of  life  in 
our  neighborhoods.  Jay's  personal  focus  has  been  on  working 
with  the  Environmental  Committee  to  cope  wirh  proposed 
expansion  of  the  airport,  as  well  as  mitigate  current  undesire- 
able  impacts,  chiefly  noise. 

Jay  also  noted  that,  historically,  neighborhoods  in  the 
south  and  southeast  parts  of  the  City  have  not  been  involved  in 
the  Coalition;  thus  their  specific  concerns  have  largely  been 
ingnored.  But  as  those  problems  affect  all  of  us,  and  as  our 
issues  also  affect  them.  Jay  said  one  of  his  highest  priorities  is 
going  to  be  to  involve  those  neighborhoods. 

Health  and  Environment 

Chair  Carol  Gamble,  like  several  others,  was  laid  up 
with  the  flu.  She  advised  us,  however,  that  she  will  continue 
to  address  the  airport  expansion  and  noise  issues  on  which  she 
has  been  so  active  this  past  year.  She  also  welcomes  your 
suggestions  and  input. 

Neighborhood  Lnprovement 

Co-chair  Lorraine  Garrehy,  speaking  on  behalf  of 
Sarah  Glasgow  (another  flu  casualty),  said  one  of  her  prime 
focuses  will  be  to  expand  her  committee.  Currently,  they  are 
limited  in  what  they  can  tackle  because  of  time  constraints. 
Thus,  their  offorts  are  often  piecemeal.  Anyone  interested  in 
helping  Lorraine  and  Sarah  is  invited  to  call  them  (see  page  2). 

Public  Safety 

Marcia  DeHart  reported  that  her  priority  for  the  year  is 
to  develop  pro-active  efforts  to  prevent  the  infiltration  of  drugs 
and  their  problems  from  further  impacting  our  neighborhood. 
Chief  among  those  efforts  is  to  promote  SAFE  blocks  and 
alternatives  for  our  youth.  Help  is  needed. 

Publication 

Chair  Carol  Schatzberg  made  her  regular  request  for 
assistance  in  sohciting  ads  for  the  quarterly  Glen  Park  News. 
She  also  requested  that  articles  and  letters  be  sent  to  her 
attention  for  publication.  Finally,  she  noted  that  ads  only  pay 
for  about  half  the  cost  of  the  News,  and  therefore  contributions 
above  and  beyond  dues  are  welcomed.

Recreation  and  Parks 

Chair  Davm  Marayama  was  unable  to  attend  because 
she  has  recently  suffered  a  severe  foot  injury  (several  bones 
were  broken).  She  sent  word,  however,  that  she  would  Uke 
volunteers  to  help  fight  the  possible  closure  of  the  Glen  Park 
Recreation  Center,  the  Committee's  most  immediate  priority. 
She  also  reported  that  progress  is  being  made,  albeit  slowly,  in 
selecting  a  contractor  to  undertake  the  natural  resources 
inventory  and  master  plan  for  Glen  Canyon,  which  received  a 
grant  from  the  Open  Space  Fund  last  year. 

Scouting 

As  chair  Heather  Johnston  was  still  another  flu  casualty, 
scouting  leader  Bob  Lando  reviewed  the  successful  Cub 
Scout  program  for  1988.  There  are  many  active  Cubs  and 
parents  to  help  out,  but  there  are  difficulties  recruiting  older 
boys  for  the  regular  Scout  program,  largely  because  of  the 
lack  of  parents  willing  to  help  out. 

Traffic  and  Parking 

Chair  James  Goodfellow  new  this  year,  reported  that  his 
first  step  is  to  conduct  a  survey  of  thse  issues  among  Glen 
Park  residents.  The  survey  is  included  in  this  newsletter,  and 
he  has  urged  everyone  to  take  a  few  minutes  to  fill  it  out. 
That  way,  he  will  be  able  to  present  oiu-  priorities  to  the 
Police,  DPW,  and  the  new  Parking  Authority. 

Zoning  and  Planning 

New  chair  Stuart  Morgan  offered  to  be  a  conduit  for 
imformation  to  and  from  the  City  on  development  issues 
affecting  Glen  Park.  Of  immediate  concern  was  the  rumored 
new  development  at  St.  John's  Playground.  He  reported  that 
nothing  has  been  filed  with  the  City  to  indicate  any  intention 
to  develop  the  area  at  this  time.  He  promised  to  regularly 
check  with  the  Planning  Department  and  advise  of  any  status 
changes.

The  City's  Underground 
Wire  Program 

San  Francisco  has  a  program  to  move  electrical,  telephone 
and  cablevision  wires  underground.  Wires  dangling  from 
poles  are  not  only  unsightly,  but  are  a  hazard  in  high  winds 
and  major  earthquakes. 

The  "SAFE"  club  of  the  500  block  of  Laidley  had 
investigated  this  program,  and  organized  a  informational 
meeting  for  interested  property  owners.  This  meeting  will  be 
held  at  the  Glen  Park  Recreation  Center  Auditorium  on 
Tuesday,  March  28, 1989  at  7:30. 

One  aspect  of  the  City's  program  requires  a  minimun  of 
two  adjacent  blocks  signing  up  at  the  same  time.  The  resi- 
dents of  the  500  block  of  Laidley  hope  that  neighbors  on 
adjacent  blocks  will  be  interested  in  the  program.  Most 
specifically,  owners  of  property  on  the  frist  two  blocks  of

through  99),  the  3000  through  3 1000  blocks  of  Castro,  and 
the  400  block  of  Laidley  would  be  wise  to  attend  this  meeting 
where  they  can  gain  from  the  orgaization  and  momentum  of
